CHINESE NEW 
YEAR. 


Tur Chinese New Year Festival 
can hardly fail to arouse some inter- 
est among even the most apathetic 
in our Westernized Settlement and 
tho various treaty ports, if for no 
other reason than that it is a general 
holiday for them as well as for the 
Chinese, and a day on which their! 
slumbers are interrupted, a few 
hours before rising time, by the 
fusilade of bombs and crackers that| 
anticipate its dawn, And, as it is 
desirable that all and sundry should 
cnitivate an intelligent sympathy 
with the nation on whose soil we 
live, it may not be deemed oat of 
place to describe some of the 
customs connected with this annual 
Chinese holiday. To begin with, 
there is exceedingly little folk-lore 

+ congerning the New Year. is 
found in connexion with the of 
~ two annual festivals, while thi 
feast of family reunion and nei 
bourly geniality. The one ancient 
custom recorded to have been ob-' 
served on New Years’s day was a 
solemn sacrifice to God, offered by 
ralers who date buck as mucl 
earlier than Confocius as his days 
are distant from our own. And as 
the Chinese seem never to have 
been strictly monotheistic, Imperial 
orders wore given that a secondary 
worship was to be offered to tho 
spirits of hills and streams and 
forests at the same time. Another 
point of interest is the rather 
curious term for the month that 
begins to-day. While all the rest of 
the months are known by their 
numbers, this month is’ always 
entitled | cheng yueh “correct 
month,” the word for correctness 
being one of the nobler terms in 
the language. This term is taken 
from the first sentence of Confucius’ 
historical jottings, the “ Spring and 
Autumn Annals,” where it is 
stated that the “original year,” or 
first year of a certain Duke of the 
State of Lu coming ints meres 
nin “the spring, the king’s 
beset month,” The reason of 
this note is that after the earliest of 
tho Chinese dynasties, the next two 
(Heang and Chou) each started 
their New Year a month earlier 
than the preceding one, thus setting 
an example which, if followed by 
each succeeding dynasty, would 



























soon have brought New Yesr’s day 
back through autumn into summer. 
This anomaly was averted by Con- 
fucius, who, with a stroke of the 
pen and the use of the word 
“correct,” managed to restore the 
earliest reckoning of all, in which 
the first monthof the year coincided 
with the first of spring, as far as a 
variable lunar year would allow. 
Reading a sacredness into the 
sentence of the Sacred Sage, the 
Chinese have moralized thereon, to 
the effect that from the first moment 
of the “ correct month ” every self- 
respecting person must “advance 
in the path of rectitude.” Certainly 
every precaution is taken that all 
words and deeds on the first day of 
the year should come up to a high 
standard of “correct” decorum, 
for the utmost suavity of politeness 
reigns supreme. After the sei 
religious coremonies of bowi 
the year, and the firing of felicitous 
crackers, each householder sallies 
forth in, his best robes or perchance 
some better still hired out for the 
occasion—often with an official hat 
and graduate’s gilt knob (“On 
fortane’s cap the very button”) to 
distribute a sheaf of red visiting- 
cards among all his friends, and to 
“worship ” them with “ respectfal 
congratulations” (kunghsi, which 
we have corrupted into kunshaw.) 
And, arriving at the door of the 
very humblest, bis cry,as he knocks, 
is still: “ Open the gate of riches,” 
for nothing is ordinary on this 
felicitous festival: China has entered 
the realm of the ideal, and all her 
sons are princely gentlemen. Nor 
does the energy of the nation 
entirely expend. itself in empty 
compliment; the day may be 
regarded as a secular edition of our 
Christmas, with peace and goodwill 
for its atmosphere, warmed with 
the feeling of universal brotherhood, 
at any rate as wide as the limits of 
this empire-continent, and extended 
to all friendly foreigners residing 
in Chinese cities—for these come in 
for their share of glorification from 
their Chinese friends and acquain- 
tances; distinctions are forgotten, 
and all the world seems just one 
smiling whole, to those who speak 
the Chinese language. Should the 
faculty of reading the language be 
also possessed, a walk through any 
Chinese city to-day is not without 
its literary fascinations, for every 
doorway is redolent with poesy, in 
its pair of scroll-mottoes. And 
here we have, preserved for us, a 
link with hoariest antiquity, for 
as early a date as that which Usher 
and Blair gave us for the creation 
of the world, the early Mongoloid 
inhabitants of Southerr Chaldea 
were already composing parallel 
sentences as the germs of the world’s 
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poetry in after ages. And it is 
upon this ancient Chaldean literary 
model that the first Mosaic accouut 
of creation is based. The tasks of 
the first to the third “day ” will 
be seen, on examination, (o form 
parallels with the tasks of the 
fourth to the sixth “day,” almost 
as though adapted to some ancient 
door-way, with the grand statement 
concerning the repose of achiove- 
ment as the central motto above. 
This parallelism, perpetuated in tho 
Hebrew Psalms, has been refined 
in China by strict _ literary 
canons concerning antithesis of 
character-tones and meanings, in 
the choice and beautiful mottoes 
which adorn each doorway, from 
the palace to the meanest mud 
hovel. Here and there, among the 
ruby red are seen blue and yellow 
strips of paper. These are signs of 
mourning, the latter colour denoting 
the death of a parent during tho last 
year. Here is one such insoribed : 
“They tell me that spring-tide 
melodies fill the earth ; I but know 
that my heart is hushed in the 
empty room”. Only the hyper- 
critical would be inclined to quote 
Tennyson bere : 





‘to constancy. 
in the Chinese nature is a 
primitive trustfulness that neigh- 
bours “will share in that which 
moves the feolings. And to anyone 
blessed with broad human sym- 
pathies, there is in this pair of 
mottoes an utterance of the heart 
of humanity, the heart which in 
the West touched the depths of 
Christian yearning in the verses of 
“Tn Memoriam ”: the heart which, 
here in the Enst, seeks to pour a 
wholo epic of pathos into a short 
double sentence. 

Tf pathetic beauty is reached in 
some of the mourning mottocs, 
sublimity is almost gained in the 
originals of a few others ; though 
here we of the West are under the 
disadvantage of speaking languages 
where such words as “ correct” and 
“propor” have fallen from their 
high estate, and are by no means 
the regal terms they are in China, 
But, bearing this in mind, we find 
a pair embodying tho sentence of 
Confucius already quoted, and lift- 
ing the words to their fullest value : 
“Primal rectitude falfilled in a 
sacred festival ; the cloudy mass 
(of primeval chaos) radiating into 
2 floral year”. More frequent 
word-pictares are such as the fol- 
lowing,—referring to the fact that 
the Chinese year is ushered in 
before dawn, with the lights from 
opened doors falling on frosted 
twigs: “A clear moon, and snow 
before a thousand doors; ruddy

lamps, and the myriad trees sparkle 
into blossom”; or this: “ Silver 
flowers full-opened at the dawn of 
the coming spring; golden abun- 
dance unstinted on high at the end 
of the wuning night”. In many 
of the mottoes the changes are 
rong on the incipient willow. buds| rp 
without, and the sprays of early 
plam-blossoms within. Many others 
deal with Imperial grace and 
national prosperity. Most of those. 
displayed on ordinary dwelling 
houses are from printed collections; 
while those on shop-doors often 
embody the two characters of the 
shop-sign, extended into sentences 
by some literary friend. All 
scholars of any pretension compose 
fresh ones for themselves every 
yeor, and vie with each other in 
gaining the utmost grace and 
dignity of expression. Taken as a 
whole, the Chinese New Year Fes-|" 
tival a reminder to us that we 
are dealing with a nation of word- 
artists, however unwelcome the 
forms that art may take at times ; 
and as life is apt to be sucha 
sordid struggle to the masses of 
China, it is meet that at least the 
few days which give the nation a 
breathing-space and a new start 
should afford full scope for their 
faculties of idealization. Let us 
hope that China, with these re 
carring starting-points of “correct 
months”, may learn “to advance 
in the path of rectitude” toward the 
powers above and around, and 
toward her many problems in 
general, so that fall many of ber 
ideals may become realized as the 
years roll on.

GREAT BRITAIN’S ATTITUDE. 
London, Feb. 9. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent 
of “The Times” sends a telegram 
affirming that Great Britain has 
called the attention of the Chinese 
Government to the necessity of 
consulting Russia and Japan before 
concluding arrangemen's for the 
construction of the Chinchou-Aigun 
line. 

This step has caused keen 
crit in commercial circles, 
where it is felt that this policy will 
be disastrous to the interests both 
of China and of this country. 

It is noticeable that, with two 
or three exceptions, practically the 
whole of the British Press, 
irrespective of political predilee- 
tions, favours the construction 
of the proposed line. “The Daily 
News” bluntly declares that 
Japan’s obvious intention is the 
destraction of China’s sovereignty 
in Manchuria. This, the Liberal 
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paper adds, will be the soed of much 
trouble ia the Far it 
gravely questions whether such 
policy is wise. There can no longer 
be any pretence that Japan went to 
war with Russia to preserve China’s

tegrity.

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AMERICA AND THE 
FAR EAST. 
February 5. 

In the December number of the 
“ Journal of the American Asiatic 
Association” (reviewed by us re- 
cently) prominence was given to an 
official communication from Wash- 
ington designed to show that Mr. 
C. R. Crane’s recall was meant to 
correct any false impression that 
American policy in the Far East 
involved antagonism to Japan. 
Before the publication of the 
January number the choice had 
fallen upon Mr. William J. Calhoun 
to fill the vacancy at Peking : 
and the appointment serves the 
“Journal” with an opportunity for 
one of the most incisive critiques 
on the State Department’s attitude 
in respect of China that we have 
yet seen. In genoral form Pre- 
sident Taft’s policy has not changed 
from that which be laid down in 
Shanghai in October, 1907: pre- 
servation of China’s territorial in- 
tegrity ; equality of commercial 
opportunity ; sympathetic on- 
couragement along the path of 
reform. But in detail there is a 
marked loss of the lucidity that 
distinguished that programme. For 
example, it is pointed out, in his 
messago to Congress the President 
alludes to the hypothecation of likin 
revenue to foreign bankers as a 
guaranteo that the respective Gov- 
ernments of those bankers would 
have a certain direct interest in 
China’s fulfilment of promised re- 
“forms. Yet it might have seemed 
superfluous to remind any student’ 
of Chinese affairs that the total 
abolition of likin ranks among the 
first reforms to be undertaken, and 
that to use it as security for foreign 
loans must te be surest my of 
erpetuating the system. Again, 
President ‘att intimates that the 
United States Government is en-

The incongruity is indeed so 
obvious that the question must arise 
whether the American Government 














does “clearly understand the state 
of things with which it has to deal 
in China”; and it proceeds to 
enumerate “certain hard facts of 
whose existence Secretary Knox 
seems to be unaware or which he 
is disposed to ignore. That there 
can be no real development of 
Chinese commerce while likin 
barriers are permitted to exist ; 
that to hypothecate likin for rai 
way loans is not only to perpetuate 
the tax but to rob the railways of 
their fair share of existing com- 
merce, are “ hard facts” on which 
it is unnecessary to dwell. The 
corollary that, “at the present rate 
of increase of her foreign obliga- 
tions and with no increase of the 
revenues designated to meet them, 
China must drift into national 
bankraptoy,” is also a matter of 
common apprehension. The one 
comment that suggests itself is that 
the “Journal” might have gone 
deeper. It is not necessarily the 
principle of likin that is vicious so 
much as the whole scheme of offici 
machinery. So long as officials 


















are allowed to buy their offices and 
to farm them for their own and 
their retainers’ advantage, treaties, 
promises and reforms will continue 
to be stillborn. Tho 
that 
th 


point, however, 
most attracts attention is 
confession of “ the persistent 
gard which this country (the 
United States) has shown of its 
obligations toward China.” Be- 
tween America and China the 
only surviving immigration treaty, 
we are told, is that of 1880; 
under this immigration may 
be regulated, limited or susp: 
if it threaten to become excessive. It 
may not be prohibited. In spite, 
however, of this perfectly clear 
agreement prohibitory legislation 
was forced on almost before the ink 
on the Treaty was dry. The dis- 
crepancy is not often so frankly ex- 
pressed, but there is little doubt 
that it is perfectly apparent to those 
Chinese who have dealings with the 
United States; and it is only a 
matter of years before national feel- 
g in China will rebel against the 
treatment. Thus, says the Journal 
succinctly “ the question will short- 
ly present itself whether the 
Chinese policy of our Government 
is to find authoritative exposition in 
the Bureau of Immigration or in 
the Department of State.” 

History shows that, in respect of 
foreign deslin, ith China, there 
are two methods, that of dictation, 
viet armix ; and that of persuasion ; 
and if the former bas unfortunately 
to be recognized, it is because 
China bas taught the world that 
methods of persuasion can only be 
practised with infinite patience 
jand at the cost of infinite disappoint 
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ment. The weakness of the posi- 
tion taken up by the United Btates 
Government is that, while profess- 
ing the utmost friendliness towards 
China, it has also most emphati- 
cally announced its determination 
(through the month of President 
and Secretary of State) not to allow 
American interests to be excluded 


d | in the coming development of China. 


How far the Chinese themselves 
find difficulty in reconciling theso 
two sides of American policy we 
can as yet only conjecture. But it 
must be admitted that the dis- 
crepancy would be less noticeable 
if the new trend of policy in Wash- 
ington had been more cautiously 
inaugurated. The admonitions of 
the “Jou: f the American Asi 
tic Association” were ibly 
sharpened by the reflexion that it ie 
not only in respect of the Far East 
that President Taft’s administration 
has exposed itself to unwelcome 
criticism. The recent troubles in 
Nicaragua, leading up to the ox- 
pulsion of Senor Zelaya, have been 
accompanied by petty misunder- 
standings with Mexico which have 
gone far to undermine the good 
relations with that —_ republic 
sedalously cultivated by President 
Roosevelt and Mr. Elihu Root ; 
and the recommencement of a for- 
ward policy in the Far East has not 
been contrived without the awaken- 
ing of some mistrast both in Japan 
‘and Russia. Commerce and diplo- 
macy are so closely allied in all 
gqueations relating to China, that no 

fovernment can remain altogether 
aloof from the actions of its nation- 
als. But the circumstances of the 
ease demand that the leadership 
should be managed from as far in 
the rear as possible ; and possibly 
the most pregnant warning uttered 
by the “Journal” is that the 
Chinese Mission “should not be 
insistently proclaimed as the most 
important office in the gift of the 
President.” 


THE TRAMWAYS.

“The Municipal Gazette” sot forth 
at considerable length the present 
position of the discussion that was 
known to be taking place between 
the Tramway Company and the 
Municipal Council. ‘The memoran- 
dam has been prepared with the 
object of enlightening Ratepayors 
‘on the poiats at issue, before their 
verdiet is asked at a special moot- 
ing. It is to be hoped, therefore, 
that the documents published will 
be carefully considered by the vot- 
ing public, and that, if any further 
information on the subject is re- 
quired, the publicity of our columns, 
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a8 indicated in the memorandum, 
will be utilized. As the matter 
now stands, the Tramway Company, 
finding itself faced with a some- 
what serious deficit on its under- 
taking, felt obliged to approach the 
Council with a view to obtain cer- 
tain material mdifeatons ofits 
original agreement. meeting 
was held with representatives of the 
Council on July 27, 1909, when 
cortain proposals were put forward 
by the Company. The Council, 
however, decided that they were of 
such a sweeping nature that they 
would require the sanction of Rate- 

yyers, and it called upon the 
Company to submit its accounts and 
balance-shest to September 30, 
1909, for public scratiny. In for- 
warding these on October 20 to the: 
Council the Company renewed its 
application for relief from certain 


provisions of the original agree-| po 


ment. The Council in reply ex-

THE SEVEN HILLS. 
Feb. 8. 
Som little time ago we publish- 
ed details of the exhibition which 
it is intended to hold at Turin in 
the year 1911; and to theso the 
programme, lately received, of the 
Roman exhibition, also to take 
place in 1911, may come as a 
fitting corollary.’ Turin, the prac- 
tical, a leader’ among the progres- 
sive, manufacturing cities of 
northern Italy, devotes herself to 
science and machinery. Rome, in 
harmony with universal associ 
tions, gives herself to art 
history. Surely no better setting 
coald’be found. By a happy ides, 
which will at once relieve the 
visitor of weariness and preserve to 
each section the special atmosphere 
that it demands, the promoters of 
the exhibit have decided to 
distribute it in different parts of 
the city. The beautiful Castello di 
Sant’ Angelo, for example, with 
all its memories of the temporal 
Power of the adjoining Vatican, 
will house the relics of the Middle 
and Renaissance. In the 
lying towards 
the bills that 
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fence the Campagna on this side of 
Rome, there will be representati 

of the peasant life of different 
periods to illustrate the various na- 
tionalities, Etruscan, Sabine, Greek, 
Norman and Byzantine that have 
flowed into, and become assimilated 
with Rome. The musical and 
dramatic art of Italy from the 
sixteenth century downwards will 
be presented at the different theatres 
of Rome; and here also, though 
only in concert rooms, foreign 
music will find —_ recognition. 
Similarly the display of modern 
paiating and sculpture will be of 
international character. This is to 
be, in some the most im- 
portant part of the exhibition. On 
the sloping ground between the 











rdens of the Villa Borgheso and 
the Villa Papa Giulio, a new palace 
is being raised, which will remain 
hereafter as a gallery of modero 
Italian painting. About this will 
be grouped small pavilions for 
other nationalities ; and there will 
be prizes an:ounting to several 
thousand ands for the best 
pictures and sculptares prodaced in 
the present century. It remains 
only to mention the architectural 
department, lying westwards beyond 
the Tiber from the Porta del Popolo, 
where permanent houses of varions 
styles and classes are to be built in 
competition. 

‘Aptly designed and finely carried 
out as the scheme promises to be, it 
may appear to some that such 
undertakings are almost out of place 
in a city which is itself the best 
of all exhibitions. But the Rome: 
of to-day is not the Rome even of 
ton years ago. New industries, of 
more profitable kind than the 
traditional mosaic and cosmatesque 
ware of other days, have been 
imported ; and new wealth has! 
followed therewith ; and it may 
well be that the Romans, while 
abiding within certain obvionsly 
suitable lines, would like to show 
themselves in a new guise. Moreover 
the tendency of foreigners to regard 
Rome only as a treasure-house of 
the past awakes in modern Italians; 
a murked susceptibility to irritation. 
OE this an illustration has lately 
been given, which, though not of 
the most pleasing ‘kind, is worth 
attention. Among the innumerable 
books on Italy. which English 

blishing houses pour forth, one 
as at last been found in which the 
writer ventures to depart from th 
well-known paths of unstinted en- 
thusiasm. He says, we are told, 
that he does not care about modern 
Rome or its improvements. The 
feeling is undoubtedly shared by 
many foreigners, though they have 















not put it into print. Indeed the 
protest is said to be so very faint 


and mildly expressed in the original, 
though it bas been distorted by 
mistranslation in Italian, that, as 
compared with universal adulation 
in other respects, it might well have 
been passed over. Bat the writer 
bas touched a certain section of the 
Roman public on the raw, notably 
Signor Nathan, the Syndio or Mayor 
of Rome ; and the Italian news- 
papers have been filled with angry 
retorts. Signor Nathan’s is the 
angriest of all. He unitesall Eng- 
lish visitors alike together in oze 
farious condemnation; denounces 
them as unfair and impertinent, 





because “every foreigner thinks that 
he is entitled to dictate laws to 
Rome, while he pays little or no at~ 
tention to . . .the Hans and 


Vandals of London, of Paris and of 
other capitals”; and concludes by: 
proclaiming that “we (Romans) 
intend to be absolute masters in 
our own house without paying at- 
tention to great or little critica whose 
pretensions are to have a Rome 
exclusively for their own use.” 

At least the viralence of Signor 
Nathan’s language is not repre- 
sentative of Rome asa whole. His 
pon is probably embittered by a 
guilty conscience, because he 
loggerheads, not only with 
itic who has occasioned this storm 
in a teacup, but with the whole 
artistic world of Italy. Twoyears 
ago,it may beremembered by readers 
of these columns, the syndic cut 
four unsightly and unnecessary 
gaps in the Aurelian wall of tho 
city, and was with difficulty re- 
strained from cutting three more. 
To-day he proposes to join up the 
three palaces of the Piazza del 
Capitolo, built on designs by Michel- 
angelo, with subsidiary galleries 
and halls for the greater convenience 
of municipal junketings.

To those who 
know Australia—in the minds 
of many, an eccentric island with a 
fringe of more or less—chiefly 
less—uncultured descendants of 
convicts round the sea-verge and a 
howling, or rather depressingly 
silent, wilderness in the interior— 
this will be no news. The fact is 
that, but for the insensate policy 
of, indirectly obstructing immig- 
ration, dictated by Australia’s 
rulers, the industrial classes, the 


whole land might have been, "long | 


since, one of the fairest and most 
prolific of the King’s territories. 
‘The meaner cupidity of the less en- 
lightened classes who, in Australia, 
exercise a predominating influence 
upon governmental activities, has 
retarded progress ; but the abundant 
fertility of the soil and the fact 
that the bulk and the backbone of 
her population areof the British race 
have stood to her, and, thus, to-day 
she occupies no mean position in 
the list of nations known as the 
chief producers of the world’s 
wheat. 

The advent of Australia as a 
wheat-producer of real _conse- 
quence is, to the British Empire, of 
primary importance. Anxiety’ in 
regard to the supply of daily bread 
isa genuine and persistent experi- 
ence to the millions of the 
Kingdom. For reasons that 
serves not to consider now, the 
United Kingdom is unable to meet 
its food-wunts and has to depend 
upon supplies from abroad. Granted 
an adequate Navy, a Colonial 
Empire that can serve the Mother 
country’s wants is not only of the 
first importance—it is essential. Co- 
related with this is a question that 
has already received attention, but 
that calls for more consideration. 
Without organization the power of 
the over-sea dominions to supply 
the wants of the Motherland, how- 
ever great the love and desire, 
would be ineffectual. The sugges- 








tion has been made that an Imperial 
Secretariat in London, assisted, 
advised and animated by represent 
atives of the principal Colonies, 
should be established. Such a body, 
in matters of national food-sapply 
(which must necessarily come first) 
and defence, would speak with an 
Imperial voice that would awaken 
a responsive chord in the hearts of 
those of British blood toiling in the 
mine, the mart, the meadow oversea. 
No local questions of minor im- 
portance and no stultifying local 
restraint should restrict the Im- 
perial vision of these favoured 
representatives of the Empire. To 
the broad questions of Imperial 
interest they should bring minds 
obsossed with the major reqnire- 
ments of the British raco and, 
indirectly, the commercial welfare 
of the world,

If 
you will think about it, you must see 
that vanity makes all spiritaal life 
and salvation impossible.“ Whosoever 
shall exalt himself shall be abased ; and 
he that shall humble himself shall be 
exalted." That must be so, The more 
we thik of the meaning of the cross of 
Christ we shall see that the whole 
moral and fatare of maa is wrapped up 
in it, “This is a faithfol saying and 
worthy of all acceptation that Christ 
Jesus came into the world to save sin- 
ners, of whom I am chief.”

A TROUBLED WEEK. 

The week ending January 29 brought 
both trouble and sickness to Peking. 
On Taesday the death was reported 
frow Tientsin of Madam Feliti, and 
the news east a gloom over the foreign 
quarter of the capital, for Mada 
Feliti well-known and highly 
respected in Peking. ‘The Indy was 
brought bere by rail and representa- 
tives of the legations, the customs, the 
missions and the hongs attended the 
faneral. Many beantifal wreaths wore 
sent from Tientsin, and Peking con- 
tributed as many more. 

A few days after Madam Felit 
death it became known that Jonkheer 
Beolaerts van Blockland, Minister fi 
the Netherlands, bad contracted small- 
pox, bat happily it is mot a severe 
attack and no danger is apprehended, 
Then we learned that Sir John Jordan 
had developed pneumonia, He had 
beeo suffering from rheawatis and 
cold for a week. Sir Jobu's attack is 
serions, but not necesearily dangerous. 

Daring the past fortnight the Chinese 
of Peking have saffered from throat 
troubles mere acutely than is usual at this 
time of the year and, of course, all these 
troubles are attributed to the banefal 
effects of Halley's comet. “Plenty trouble 
for China this year" eay many of the 
natives, and the prophecy may well be 
borne ont, for China asually has sufi- 
cient tribalations to smirch the reputa- 
tion of a comet that does nothing to prove 
its innocence. In these circamstances 
one can searcely avoid speculating upon 
the form of sacrifice that would be thought 
adequate if China were visited this year 
by the terrible calamities that are 
occurring in France. 













































EMPEROR WILLIAM'S BIRTHDAY. 
The German Emperor's birthday 
passed by quietly. In the absence of 








German troops, no public display was 
made, (It will be remembered that the 
German Legation guards were removed 
from Pekiog abont six months ago). 
Count Rex received daring the day and 
in the evening ; banynets were given at 
the German Legation and at the Grand 
Hotel des Wagons-Lits. The occasion 
was also marked by the presentation of 
German decorations to the highest 
officials of the Empire. The Regent, 
as you were informed by telegraph, 
received the Order of the Black Eagle ; 
Prince Ching was given the Order of 
the Red Eagle: Grand Secretary Na 
Tong, President Liang Ton-yen and 
Vice-President Lin Yulin the Order 
of the Red Eagle, Second Class, and 
Interpreter En Ho, the Order of the 
Red Eagle, Fourth Class. No special 
significance attaches to these decora- 
tions, for Germany is following the 
examples of Italy and Japan and it is 
expected that the other Powers will do 
likewise, 




















RAILWAY SUPERVISION, 

‘The Kaifeagia correspondent of the 
“North Chive Daily News" some 
weeks ago referred briefly to a railway 
accident on the Kaiféngfa railway line, 
which is still under foreign control, 
Apparently it was very difficalt at first 
to obtain details concerning the ac- 
cident ; bat one foreigner and six Chi- 
nese lost their lives and a carefal 
inquiry was made, the resalt of which 
was forwarded to Peking with certain 
recommendations. Chinese living in 
the vicinity of the place where the 
accident happened stole nameroas bolts 
and fish-plates from the line. ‘The 
traio was under the control of a French 
cogineor who was testing a new engine. 
When the train polled on to the 
bridge the rails spread and the train 
toppled over into the river. The 
French engineer was fearfally scalded 
bat he succeeded in swimming to the 
shore where he was aided by Chinese, 
He lay in a house for one das, bat 
finally succumbed. All the § hinese on 
the train were drowned. 

{t seems that the Chinese wern panic 
stricken alter the disaster. Fearing 
that they would be punished they spread 
the report that the foreigner was under 
the inflaence of liquor when the train 
fell off the bridge. It was not made 
clear how the alleged drankenness had 
eaused the accident. 

‘At the inquiry, however, all the 
details came to light. ‘The gorerament 
ordered that the head waa of the district 
should be held responsible if the real 
ealprite were not discovered. Later 
reports state that two natives have been 
arrested and punished, and now the 
Ministry of Justice has formulated a 
number of statutes providing for the 
severe punishment of thieves who ia- 
terfore with railways,and making officials 
re le for the safety of railway 
lines in ther districts. In cases where

It will be 

remembered that a little over a year 

ago Mr, Abe, who was thon Japanese 

Seoretary of Legation at Peking, began 

the negotiations with Mr, Piry. Japan 

agreed to allow Chinese wails to be 
carried by the Sooth Mancharian rail- 

hich was what the Chinese des 

claimed the right to 
aintain on the equal exchange basi 
teen post offices in Manchuria, 
ly, at the principal commercial 
cities ia which foreiga trade bad been 
firly established. China admitted that 
foreigners possessed the right to operate 
post offices at the ‘Treaty Ports of 
China proper ; bat she argued that the 
Mancharien cities were on a different 
footing to ‘Troaty ports in that as ' 
had voluntarily opened Manchuria to 
foreign trade no treaty rights existed 
She contended, therefore, that Japan's 
postal rights in Mancharia should be 
limited to soven cities, namely, New- 
chwang, Lisoyang. Antanghsie 
tangkow, Mukden, Tiebling and Cbang- 
chao. Nowchwang, of course, being » 
treaty port did not come techoically 
within the convention bnt its inclasiow 
mado the situation more definitive, 

Japan drew attention to the Peking 
Agreemont of December 22, 1905, 
argued that Opening to international 
trade," which is provided for in Art. I, 
oaght to corer the establishment of such 
efficient postal s 
to commerce, 
however, and the impasse proved in- 
surmonntable for the time being. 

The deadlock lasted for some months. 
Mr. Honda relieved 
Mr. Abe as Japanese First Secretary 
of Legation. Negotiations were then 
resumed. China adhered to the former 
contention, and Mr, Honda, realizing 
that the matter was urgent and fearing 
that it would resolve itself into an 
awkward diplomatic question made the 




































































concession demanded by China, Conse- 
qneatly the negotiations wero brought 
to 8 successful e>nclas five brief 
conferences. 

The netresolt will be a postal 
service thronghont Manchuria; for 


China has secured the right to send 
open and closed mails and parcels over 
all the Japanese lines. Japanese post 
offices other than those at the seven 
centres mentioned may still cater for 
Japanese trade, bat they will be merely 
railway offices. Both Mr. Piry and

ment, the price of issue to be 95 with 
4 per cent interest, As to the non- 
redemption period of new bonds, they 
resolved to make it ten years instead of 
five, on the ground that it is advisable 
to prolong the term in order to make the 
quotations satisfactory to bondholders 
and to allay aneasiness on the latters’ 
part. Whether the redemption period 
will be fifty years, ax proposed by the 
Government or whether it be made 
forty-five or fifty-five years, in conse- 
quence of the prolongation of the non- 
redemption period, will be decided by 
the Goveroment, the option in thet

Bank of Japan issues the new 
bonds as heretofore, bat » system new

Tarkesten until, under Malek Snab, 
dominions extended from China 
to the Mediterranean.

The feeble remains of the Byzantine 
pire offered a rich and easy spoil to 
the aggressive Turk, and, in 1299, the 
decision to attack that empire was 
taken, and till the fall of the city in 
1453 there was at best an armed peace 
between the nations.

supplied almost the whole of Europe 
with the material from which the codes 
of to-day are drawn. 

Heraclius was the last emperor to 
uphold the dominion of (onstantinople 
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bad obtained s footing in Europe, and, 
before long, established themselves at 
Adrianople and made it the capital of 
theirempire. A faithless breach of atreaty 
brought about the fall of Constantinople, 
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the story of which is so matchlesely 
told by Gibbon. The sultan Mabomet, 
while cruel in character, was polite 
and statesmanlike. With the excep- 
tion of St. Sophia be assured the 
conquered Greeks the free use of their 
chorches and this induced them to 
rewain in their homes and contribute 
to the splendour of the city by their 
arta and industry, Constantinople 
again became the capital of » great 
empire. Having established himself, 
Mahomet set in order the fendal and 
military system of his nation, His 
Institutes are the basis of Turkish 
national law, and his organization was 
more complete than tbat of any 
Buropean state for centaries after his 
time. 

For ten generations the Sultanate 
descended from father to son and

NOTES FROM JAPAN. 


Tokio, Jao. 30. 
TARIFF REVISION, 

‘At the meeting of the Tariff Re- 
vision Committee of the House of 
Representatives on January 29, Count 
Komars, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
‘said that the new tariff will be enforced 
from Joly or August, 1911, in con- 
sonance with the revision of the existing 
commercial treaties. In spite of the 
partial revision of the tariff in 1909, 
the rates as desired could not be 
arranged, owing to the existence of tho 
conventional rates. In connexion with 
the forthcoming revision, the Jay 
Government proposes to maintain the 
eqnilibrinm of rates and barinony among 
varions branches of industry, wit 
tional economy mainly in considera- 
tion and dae regard for the conditions 
of Japaneso industries and the relations 
between Japan and foreign imports. 
The existing statutory tariff provides 
for 30 per ceat duty on iron, but more 
than 5 to 7} per cent could not be 
imposed, owing to the existence of the 
conventional tariff. The retention of 
the bigh duty in the existing. statutory 
tariff will hamper domestic industries 
nd the Government had decided to 
curtail the rate io the now tariff. 
The forthcoming revision is simed at 
revenue, while infant industries are to 
be promoted. Japan does not adhere 
to either protection or free trade, but 
fixes her policy with regard to her in- 
dustrial conditions and relations with 
commercial Powers. n_ adheres to 
a statotory tariff in principle, but may 
arrange s conventional one: Japan 
cannot any longer afford to consent to 
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one-sided arrangement, even if i 
should be conventional. She will not 
herself seek to conclnde a conventional 
tarifl. Great Britain, adhering to free 
trade, will not enter into a conventional 
arrangement. America’s tariff, estab- 
lished last year, disables her from doing 
0, but Japan may arrange conven- 
tional rates with one or two of the 
foarteen treaty Powers on a motaal 
basis. In consequence of the enforce- 
ment in general of the statatory tariff, 
Japan will apply the lowest rates, with 
one or two exceptions, to the most 
favoured nations. As to the date of 
expiry of the treaty between Japan and 
‘America, the tno Governments have 
not yet reached an agreement, owing to 
an amendment made by the U. 8. 
Senate in regard to the term of 
the existing treaty. Japan holds 
that she may abrogate the treaty 
one year before the expiry of the term 
of twelve years, but America asserte 
that the t cannot be abrogated 
until the expiration of twelve months

I met « 
wealthy man to-day who alter smoking 
heavily for over twenty years bas rid 
himself of the bad habit daring last 
year and looks so stout and strong that 
T hardly knew bim. The Government 
deserve all praise for its rigorous 
methods, which are bearing good fruit 
already in countless cases. Of course, 
many still smoke, but their numbers 
are declining very rapidly. One regrets 
to learn that this is not the case io all 
the Provinces.

SHANGHAI. 


To the Editor of the 

“Norra Carma Datty News.” 

Sin,—With reference to Me. Jay 
Denby's anggestion to put the same tax 
‘upon vacant houses as npon honses with 
tenants (vide his letter in your issue of 
the 28th ultimo) I wonld beg to poiat 
ont that this would ort be a permanent 
remedy for the grevance ia question, 
viz, high rents, lor the following rea- 
sons -— 
1. It would prevent landlords from 
jing their land for building purposes 
since would the risk 
‘of th anes they erect being unoccupied 
and _ . subject to taxation, 60: causing, 
them considerable loss. 
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Honnes already built might become 
little cheaper for = while, bat 
in a growing city like Shanghai the rents 
would soon be forced op again by the 
scarcity of houses and new ones would 
only be bailt when the landlords saw 
the opportunity of obtaining high rents 
for them. Ou the other hand by taxing 
vacant lote we shonld easare more 
houses being bailt, even thongh the rente 
were not high since, as Mr. Denby eays, 
landlords do not like to part with their 
money when none is coming io. 

T have considerable acquaintance with 
the conditions of land tenure in Shang- 
bhai and can see no insaperable objections 
to Dr, Macklin’s proposal being carried 
out, 

T again beg to soggest that the 
matter be thorougly threshed out and 
these objections brouzht forward io 
detail, as Lam convinced that the 
‘taxation of vacant lots, and of those 
ntilized, according to their value, is the 
tme remedy, sn not the taxation of

THE MACAO BOUNDARY. 
To the Editor of the 

“Nonru-"aixa Datcy News.” 

Sin,—From the Chinese press we 
learn that the members of the Waiwopa 
consider the Macao Boundary question 
1s the most difficalt of all outstanding 
diplomatic problems. This appears to 
be extraordinary. There are very im- 
portant disputes concerning the owner- 
ship of the three Eastern provinces, 
which affect the cradle of the present 
dynasty, called the Manchurian question, 
there is the Mongolian question begin. 
ning to loom on the political horizon, 
the question of neutralization 
ays, there are the questions of 
railway losns snd a bundred and one| 
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other serious controversies, all calling 
for Chioa’s close attent and all 
these diplomatic problems pale before 
the Macao Boundary question ! 

Tt has beea affirmed that Chinese 
minds work ia an inverse ratio to those 
of the Westera people, and here we 
have, in an emphatic manner, another 
corroboration of this truism. 

The plain fact is, the Macao Bound- 
ary question is 
We actual 
possession recognized as legitimate by 
the constant and approved practice 
of nations, and also recognised as 
legitimate by a solemn Treaty. Sach 
things as Macao and its dependencies 
existed, and the extent thereof was well 
koown, at the time—A.D. 1887—the 
Protocol of Lisbon was signed. It 
would, ther-fore, bare beon easy cnough 

ready eo well defined 
territory, with the waters apper 
thereto, had bond fide been Chin 
niding spirit. 

Bat China evidently thioks that she 
is strong enoogh to deny the falfilment 
of her pledges when she bas only to 
desl with Portugal, Hence any excuse 
is good to jastify her course of action, 
We are quite conscious of China's 
strength ; nevertheless we mean to 
stand by oar righte,

Having been invited by the Facalty 
Foochow College, connected 
h the American Board Missi 
ake part in its Closiog Exe 
snjoyed such an experience of hospitality 
snd goodwill, that I jadge a brief 
weount may be of interest to others. 
Reaching Foochow a few days 
velore the Closing Exercises, I wae

Woo Yang-sz, a married woman, and 
800 Zang-kyang, were charged before 
the Mixed Court on Friday morning 
with being concerned together with an- 
other person not in custody in feloni- 
ously setting fire to dwelling house No. 
343 Chengtn Road endangering 
lite and property at about 3.25 a.m. o0 
the 26th ultimo, 

Magistrate Wong and Mr. F, W. 
Hadley (American Assessor) were on 
the Bench, 

Mr. Kirk appeared for the Manicipal 
Police, and Mr. Holcomb for the 
sconsed. 

Mr. Kirk in addressing the Court 
pointed out that this was a very serious 
case inasmuch as the accused were 
charged with actually setting fire to 
the premises. The Court had seen the 
three houses in Ohengta Road, thi 
scene of the fire. Four days before the 
fire occurred these houses were empty. 
Soo recommended the female defendant 
to take the middle house, and the end 
house was taken by a man whom Soo 
alto knew. Before Soo went to live in 
the one house he asked an insurance 
broker to transfer the insurance from 
another house and thie was done about 
ton days before the fire.
